the company’s report to the United 
States Government for the corporation, 
tax be produced. 

Priest contended that this was a pri- 
vate matter, but Commissioner Matt G. 
Reynolds ruled that the stockholders 
had a right to know of it. Brown said 
he @rould produce the corporation tax 
reports of last vear and the year be- 
fure. He said he did not recall whether 
he signed the reports, but that the docu- 
nents would show. 

The meeting at Brown's home was 
held after W. F. MeElroy, Brown's 
son-in-law, had disposed of his tarre 
holdings of stock in a realty deal by 
which McElroy acquired the fee to 
the Victoria Building. The stock -iad 
passed into the hands of persons out- 
side the company.

ADCENSORSCALL 
POLICE RELIEF ON 
ANNUAL HOLDUP 


Program Called Undesirable Me- 
dium for Publicity——Big Stick 
Swung Yearly. 


The Censor Committee of the Adver- 
tising Men's League made its first re- 
port at the league's dinner at the City 
Club Wednesday. The committee was 
detailed to keep a watch on advertising 
schemes in St. Louls, and to report on 


methods of advertising which it regards 
as without effectiveness. 

In this class the preliminary report 
puts certain local publications whose 
contents consist mainly of write-ups 
and whose contents are little changed 
from day to day. 

The committee classes program adver- 
tising worthless, except that placed in 
programs of regular theaters. 

It classes the annual police benefit as 
the “big hold-up of the year’ from an 
advertising standpoint and says that ad- 
vertising in the program of the Police 
Relief Association is worthless. 

“We find,” says the report, “that the 
business men are heartily sick of having 
the Police Department swing a Big Stick 
above their heads every tweive montha. 
We have a record of a case in which a 
business house was called up and the 
party at the other end of the wire said: 

“*This is the Chief's office. We are 
sending an officer down to, get your 
money for the Police Relief." The officer 
appeared and happened to run up 
against a man who refused to submit 
and that officer withdrew muttering in 
an ungentiemanly and threatening man- 
ner. Complaisant police commissioners 
have watched these proceedings in the 
past without raising a finger.”

As an instance of this procedure, 
they have questioned Brown ¢oén- 
cerning the acquisition by Brown 
at $325 a share of Harvey L. Chris- 
tie s 210 shares, which Christie had 
taken at a $400 valuation in a realty 
deal with Brown’s. son-in-law, W. 
IF’. McElroy. They have sought to 
show that Brown greatly lowered 
the customary dividend in order to 
depreciate the value of Christie's 
stock. Christie, having deposited 
the stock with a trust company as 
collateral for a loan, was cal.ed on 
for more collateral efter the lower- 
ing of the dividend. Under this 
pressure, he sacrificed the stock 
by selling it to Brown, and took 
in part payment 300 shares of 
United Railways stock, which soon 
after slumped in value when the 
United Railways Co. passed a diy- 
idend. Brown was a United Rail- 
ways director.

ferred to him?’ Thompson asked. 

‘When a man has merit,” Brown re- 
plied, ‘“‘we encourage him by allowing 
him to take some stock in the com- 
pany. If he has money, we get him to 
vay as much as he can on that stock. 
If he has not, we let him have the stock 
and take his note, with the stock cer- 
tificate as security. Some have been 
found Wanting. Some do not pay.” 

“You don’t mean that the company 
did that?” said Judge Priest. 

“Yes,” said’ Brown. 

Subsequent questioning brought out 
that Brown sometimes bought and sold 
the stock personally. 

Transfers of Stock. 

Answering further questions, Brown 
said the policy was to buy stock from 
those leaving the company and sell it 
to those entering its employ. Some- 
times, he said, the transfers would be 
made directly from the outgoing to the 
incoming salesman, andsat other times 
the stock would pass through his hands. | 

He was questioned as to the system 
of bookkeeping by which a record was 
kept of these sales, and of the amounts 
paid in cash for stock. He said that 
his personal account on the company’s 
books would show such transactions, 
and that the notes would show the cash 
payments, if any. 

Charged @ Per Cent Interest. 

A number of questions were asked as 
to Director Sloan’s objections to the 
dividend cut, voiced by Sloan at the 
meeting. Brown pleaded poor memory 
in regard to Sloan’s remarks, but finally 
recalled that Sloan had. said the cut 
would have a depressing effect on the 
salesmen, and would thus hurt business. 
As to his nonremembrance, he said 
earnestly, “My mind is clear on some 
things at that meeting, but not as to 
others. I am trying to tell the truth, 
and all my answers are ‘made up to 
that end.”’ 

“Did Sloan say,’’ asked Thompson,

Desperate Fight Until 
Revolutionists Use Up All 
of Their Ammunition. 


FOREIGN WARSHIPS 
LAND JOINT FORCES 


English Vice-Admiral Takes 
Command of Men to Pro- 
tect Interests of Other 
Countries—Another Battle 


Expected Soon. 


By Associated Press. 
HANKOW, Oct. 18.—The first battle 


since the arrival of the Imperial troops 
from the north was foyght today on the 
north bank of the Han River, just west 
of this city. 

It was indecisive. The revolutionists 
temporarily drove the Imperial troops 
back from their position, but in doing 
s0 they exhausted their rifle ammuni- 
tion and were compelled to retire or. 
their base at Wuchang. 

The revolutionists with infantry and 
artillery attacked the Government 
troops, which were reinforced from the 
(hinese warships in the river and sup- 
ported by the guns of the fleet. 


Ships Land Men. 

Whilg the fighting was in progress the 
lS} toreign vessels in the river landed a 
joint force under command of Vice Ad- 
viral Sir Alfred L. Winsloe, comn. .nd- 

of the British Eastern fleet, who be- 

ise of his seniority has been given the 

c-rection of the men engaged in the 
protection of the foreign concessions. 

The Red Cross neutral camp in 
charge of Dr. MacWillie«of the Ameri- 
cain Mission received and@ cared for the 
rebel wounded. 

About two thousand revolutionists were 
pitted against an equa! number of loyal 
soldiers, and it was a fair fight. Early 
reports that the rebels outnumbered the 
enemy five to one were incorrect. Only 
a part of the evolutionary force partici- 
pated and they are .deciaring tonight 
that they would have-routed completely 
the soldiers from the north if their am- 
munition had held out. 

Another Fight Expected. 

This evening the imperial troops are 
awaiting reinforcements, while the revo- 
lutionists are replenishing their supplies. 
A renewal of hostilities may take place 
soon, a8 it appears to be the plan of the 
rebel leaders to force the fighting before 
the imperial troops have been further 
_ Btrengthened. The imperialists had in- 
tended to delay an attack on Wuchang 
until their numbers were sufficient to 
make a victory probable, and it had been 
_ rumored that there would be no battle 

before Saturday. 

_ The rebels, who occupy Wuchang, 
Henkow and Han Yang, were alive to 
the Government's purpose and during 
last night 2000 men crossed. the Yang Tse 
Kiang River from Wuchang and at 
‘daybreak they fell on the imperial 
Camp. They attacked with dash andthe 
Government troops, taken somewhat at 
a disadvantage, res fed loyally. The 
fighting was severe, , but it is impossible 
to estimate the casualties, as the cor- 
respondents were not permitted near the 
firing line and those who witnessed the 
battle from the river were fired on. 
Ships Aid Land Forces. 

At the first sound of firing Admiral 
Bah Chen Ping, in command of | the 
Chinese warships, ordered. men landed 
to support Gen. Chang Piao, formerly 
tommander of the troops of the Wu- 
Chang district, who had assumed com- 
mand of the imperia! troops. The reb- 
bls had anticipated this move by the 
Neet and directed a hot fire on the war- 
thips and the landing parties from the 
Wu-Chang bank of the river. 

Admiral Sah in turn ordered the war- 
thips to fire on the rebel field pieces 
and for a time shells fell thick among 
the rebel gunners. The warship offi- 
ters, however, were seriously handi- 
tapped by. the danger to the foreikn 
toncessions involved in their fire. 

Two foreign sewspaper correspond- 
pnts narrowly escaped with their lives. 
Phey had been cruising on the river in 
xpectation of the battle and their 
“Yaunch had reached a point. opposite 
ihe imperial camp when the hostilities 
began.

There Are 75 or 80 Americans 
in Town Where Fighting 
Is Going On. © 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—The United 
States probably will increase the num- 
ber of ‘warships it has in the vicinity of 
Hankow, China; if conditions in that 
country do not improve. The increase 
will consist of one or two gunboats from 
the Asiatic squadron. 

This was the statement of a navy of- 
ficial today. He said the State and 
Navy departments are going to do 
everything to protect Americans and 
American property in China. 

Acting Secretary of State Adee said 
last night the arrival of Vice Admiral 
Vonkrosigks of the Germany Navy at 
Hankow had no significance. He said 
the German Vice Admiral woujd have 
nothing to do with the vessels of this 
Government in Chinese waters. 

American Ships There. 


“There is no international fleet or 
naval force in Chinese waters,”’ said 
Adee. “The American vessels are in 
command of Capt. Chester M. Knepper 
and will be as long as Capt. Knepper is 
the senior American officer there. 

“In a social way only will the Ger- 
man Vice Admiral outrank Capt. Knep- 
per and there is little likelihood of any 
social function being held in Hankow in 
the near future. 

“The United States, Germany, Japan, 
France and Great Britain have vessels 
in Chinese waters. ‘Each country’s 
ships are under command of the senior 
otficer at present and act, independent- 
ly of each other: All have agreed to 
render each other ald if called fipon. 
The United States and Japan are work- 
ing together in the protection of their 
people and interests. None of the naval 
commanders-in-chiéf have instructions 
beyond taking action to protect citizens 
of their own countries. 

‘“‘We have between seventy and eignty 
Americans in Hankow~and the vicinity. 
They and their interests will be prot 
tected by our ships. We do not think 
we are doing any more than we ougut 
tu du, uf taking any dSigger part than 
necessary to look after those Ameri- 
cans.”

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BURTON GIVES 
IMMUNITY BATH 
TO WATER TAPPERS 


Says Culprits Do Not Steal Fluid 
They Fail to Pay 
For. 








Persons who have tapped the city 
mains to get water without paying for 
it are not stealing from the city, ac- 
cording to Water Rates Collector Bur- 
ton. He declared Wednesday that he 
would not prosecute anybody for tapping 


‘tthe water mains, nor expose the many 


persons whom he had caught in the 
act. 

The city ordinances make it a misde- 
meanor to take water without authority. 
Burton has asked the Municipal Assem- 
bly to make an appropriaticn of $25,000 
to reinspect the city and find out what 
persons are getting water without pay- 
ing for it. 

“T have found many big consumers 
taking the city’s water without paying 
for it,’’ said Burton to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. 

Not Stealing, He Says. 

‘That is not stealing, however. It is 

merely taking the city’s water without 
authority. I have found that rhany per- 
sons have tapped water mains and Con- 
ducted private pipes into their establish- 
ments, thus preventing the water from 
passing through the city meters. 

“T found one big lumber yard obtain- 
ing its water in that manner. Also a 
quarry and livery stable. In most in- 
stances the firms or individuals who 
have tapped the mains have paid the 
city for the excess water thus consumed 
for a period of six months or more.’’ 

One of the inspectors in the Water 
Rates Department said he had found a 
big factory that had tapped the mains. 


Discovers Clever Trick. 
“The persons in charge of the factory, 
knowthg when the inspectors would call, 
would turn off the false mains as we 
entered. Then there would be no wat 
flowing except through the city pipes. 
tut as soon as we were gone the private 
lines would be reopened, and the water 
would flow through them into the fac- 
tory.” 

If the Municipal Assembly passes 
Burton’s bill, the pipes will be :n- 
spected for leaks. There is much 
waste of water now from leaky mains 
and defective plumbing, Burton said. 
He said that many perso®s who were 
entered on the books years ago as the 
oecupants of smal! houses have after- 
ward added other rooms, without 
paying the additional water license. 
All the houses in the city, under the 
reinspection, are to be listed end 
rated, so that all consumers wili have 
to pay according to the size of the 
house.

AGAINST FURTHER DELAY 


Tells Also Why He Supported 
the Reber East Side 
Approach. 











Prof. Calvin M. Woodward, chairman 
of the committee of five noted engineers 
who have reported in favor of the Reber 
approach for the‘ Free Bridge and 
against the proposed Gerhart approach, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that, while 
he was originally opposed to placing the 
bridge at Chouteau avenue, he is now in 
favor of voting the necessary bond issue 
to complete it. 

‘The great consideration is that we 
will soon have a completed bridge, built 
at a cost of $3,600,000, and that this 
bridge will be of no value without ap- 
proaches. 

“Neither the controversy as to the 
relative merits of the Reber and Gerhart 
approaches on the East Side or any of. 
the childish objections urged against the 
bridge project as a whole should stand 
in the way of its completion.”’ 

Prof. Woodward, M. L. Holman, Col. 
E. J. Spencer, Baxter L. Brown and 
Oliver W. Childs were the committee 
which inspected the proposed approach 
sites at the request of the Mayor and 
the Engineers’ Club. 

Would Add to Cost. 
Prof. Woodward's summarization of 
the committee’s finding is that the Ger- 
hart approach is deserving of no consid- 
eration from an engine2ring standpoint 
and that to build it would add at least 
$2,000,000 to the cost of the bridge over 
and above the bond issue soon to be 
voted on. 
“The act of Congress which gave’ per- 
mission,to build the bridge authorizes 
the construction of the ‘necessary and 
proper approaches,’” said Woodward. 
“Tt is axiomatic a bridge approach shall 
reach the ground as quickly as is con- 
sistent with the necessary grade. The 
Free Bridge will be more than 20 feet 
higher than the Eads Bridge. Conse- 
quently, the approach must be longer. 
The Reber approach as planned will 
come to earth about two miles from the 
end of the bridge proper, at a point 
where it will be easily accessible to East 
Side railroads. 
“I do not betfeve that the Federal 
courts or the War Department would 
approve the Gerhart approach, five 
miles and ending in a trackless waste. 
It would be held that it was not a 
‘necessary and proper approach.’ 

A Childish Argument. 
“It has been childishly argued that if 
the Rebér approach is established with 
the Terminal crossing, east side roads 
supposed to be allied with the so-called 
bridge combine and opposition road 
could stap its trains across the Free 
Bridge right’of way and thus prevent 
free access to the bridge. 
“I do not believe such a thing has 
ever been done or ever would be done. 
Ir it were done there would be an in- 
stant remedy'in the Federal courts. 
“Some have said they are opposed to 
the bond issue because in the building 
the bridge the contractors have not 
employed union labof exclusively. To 
make a condition that only union labor 
should be employed would be unlawful 
just as it would be unlawful to stipu- 
late that only men of a certain religious 
faith or of certain political convictions 
should be employed.’’ 

Engineer’s Reasons, — 
The reasons urged by the Engineers’ 
Committee in favor of the Reber ap- 
proach are: 

It is as short—less than two miles— 
as the height of the bridge above 
the American Bottom will allow. 

It has a legal standing which can- 
not be questioned if the East St. 
Louis ordinance is accepted by the 
city of St. Louis. 

There need be no d¢lay in building 
it if the people vote the bond ‘issue 
on Nov. 7. The city has already 
Lought all the land it needs for rail- 
Way and highway tracks. 

There seems no reason why the 
Reber approach cannot be built for 
$2,225,000, the arnount of the proposed 
bond issue. 

When built it will accommodate 

all existing and future roads which 
may desire to use it. 
Prof. Woodward calls attention to the 
fact that under the act of Congress it 
‘3 not lawful for any railroad to mo- 
iopolize a connection with the bridge 
upproacw. Such a connection must be 
available to any or all qther roads un- 
der an equitable provision for- compen- 
Sation. :

STATEMENT TO THE PUBLIC 


In view of recent articles in the daily press commenting upon the methods of money 
lenders belonging to that class commonly ealled ‘‘Loan Sharks,’’ the officers and board of 
directors of the Provident Loan and Securities Co. believe this to be an opportune time for 
making a public statement of the character of their business and an explanation of the ob- 
jects which prompted the organization of the company.

In view of recent articles in the daily press commenting upon the methods of money . 
lenders belonging to that class pecan ft 9 ‘*Loan Sharks,’ the officers and board of 
directors of the Provident Loan ahd Securities Co. believe this to be an opportune time for 
making a public statement of the character of their business and an explanation of the ob- 
jects which prompted the organization of the company.

We believe these facts should become known to the citizens of this city, and it is hoped 
that at the next session of our Legislature there will be enacted legislation encouraging the 
formation of similar companies to this, as undoubtedly more are needed, placing all under 
the supervision of the State. These societies, in the judgment of all who have investigated 
the question, have been found to be the most effectual way to prevent extortion being prac- 
ti¢ed upon small borrowers.

Keeps Machine Up 28 Seconds 
Without Motor. 





LEARNING BY EXPERIMENT 





Birdmen Are Waiting for a 3o- 
Mile Blow to Give Air Car 
the Proper Test. 


Frem a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 
KITTYHAWK, N. C., Oct. 18.—Al- 
though the winds were too light to give 
the experimenters the chances they seek, 
the new Wright glider without a motor 
stayed in the air 23 seconds yesterday. 
This exceeded by two seconds the time 
nade in Monday’s trials. 

The aviators made but five flights and 
at no time did they exceed their dis- 
tunce record. Alexander Ogilive, the En- 
glish aviator, Wag the one to remain in 
the air 28 seconds. A height of 30 feet 
was reached and a distance of 470 feet 
made. 

‘“‘We have learned a good deal already. 
but we have not begun ‘to solve the 
problem we have set out to solve,” said 
Orville Wright to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. 

‘““We cannot test the glider properly 
until we get a wind of 20 niiles or more. 
We prefer a 30-mile blow.” 

Three of the flights were made by 
Ogilvie and the others by Wright. At 
no time did the plane rise above the 
point from which it started. Wright 
said he would not be able to rise above 
the starting point until ‘the had a high 
wind and made some alterations in the 
glider. 

Planes Respond to Wind. 

Afier days of preparation and wait- 
ing for a favorable wind, Orville Wright 
brought out of the hangar at the foot 
of Kill Devil Hill Monday morning the 
new glide biplane with which he hopes 
to solve the problem of remaining in 
the air without ‘motor power, and made 
seven flights. In the final trial, made 
just as the sun was dipping into Croa- 
ton Sound, he succeeded in staying in 
the air 26 seconds and covering a dis- 
tance of 700 feet. Considering the fact 
that the wind was blowing but 11 miles 
an hour, the aviator was highly pleased 
With the day's work. 

Whether the machine will do all that 
the Wrights hope cannot be told until 
experiments are made with a 30-mile 
wind. It is at this velocity that the 
Wrights expect to accomplish” great 
things. Under the: conditions Monday, 
however, it was plainly demonstrated 
that the aviators have hit upon an idea 
which when fully developed may change 
the present scheme of flving. 

The plan is to drive a biplane 
through the air precisely as a sailing 
vessel is tacked through the water. The 
only‘ difference is that the horizontal 
planes take the place of the vertica! 
sails. That they respond to the pres- 
sure of the wind was apparent the 
moment the glider left the’ ground on 
its flight, as it headed directly into the 
air current and did not, settle until the 
wind, too weak to uphold the machine’s 
weight and propel it forward, dropped 
it softly to the sand.

8 feet of 
the sand, it fell like lead, 

Wright leaped from his seat end 
the others of his party ran to him. An 
inspection showed that the wires 
governing the rudder were slack an 
that the operator had been unalhle 
to turn the steering. gear far enougn. 
Wright, however, could not conceal 
his elation, as he had been in the air 
15 seconds and had covered 400 feet. 


Flies From Greater Height. 
When the trials were resumed the 


glider was taken to an elevation of 70 
feet. This flight was highly successful, 
the machine remaining in the air 22 sec- 
onds and covering a distance of 460 feet. 
In landing Wright received a severe 
shaking up. The elevating plane was 
not large enough, and a new canvas, @ 
foot wider, was placed in position. 

In the final and most successful flight 
the start was made from a height of 100 
feet, and. the glider was raised to a 
height of 50 feet. For 500 feet it main- 
tained. this. elevation, while keeping a 
straight line to the north In a 10-mile 
wind, then Wright threw over the con- 
trol and the machine described a curve 
to the left until it settled.like a feather.

Marzyek was released from 
penitentiary a year ago after serving 
a sentence for grand larceny for 
stealing wheat from a farmer by 
whom he was employed.

and remarried following his sentence 
to the penitentiary, i§ a sister of 
Mrs. Showman. She is said to have 
made q statement to the authorities 
today that testimony by Mr. and Mes. 
Showman was largely responsible for 
Marzyek’s conviction, and that belure 
he went to prison he bad sw*rn 
vengeance. 

It is said Marzyek has beer secn 
about Ellsworth within a week. The 
finding last night of a blood-stained 
shirt and a pair of prison shoes ia a 
local hotel room whose occupant hs 
disappeared encouraged the autiorl- 
ties in their search for the ex-con- 
vict. 

Since the discovery of tne Show- 
man tragedy the former Mrs. Marz?.- 
yek, now employed on a farm near 
here, has kept a shotgun ever neor 
her. She says she fears her forn:vr 
husband might kill her. 

The funeral of the five bodies of the 
Showman family was held this after- 
noon at the court house. The Mayor 
issued a proclamation closing all busi- 
ness houses and practically every cit- 
izen of the town and many from the 
surrounding country attended the fun- 
eral.

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POLICE IMPROVEMENT. 

Never before, reads the verdict, was the annual 
parade of the police so imposing. Spectacularly 
it was inspiring. It was a visibic demonstration 
of an improvement which extends beyond the 
demonstrative power of precision of step, perfec- 
tion of drill and style of uniform.

Rules of deportment and 
a course of study may seem out of place, but they 
are not. We have all smiled about it and ap- 
proved it. It means we are getting on toward a 
force composed of intelligent men trained in

are not rulers, but servants—not agents of a 
wrathful law, but guardians of the peace.

In times past it has been the custom 
of railways to conceal as far as possible 
all accidents upon their roads, and espe- 
clally to prevent or divert public inquiry 
into their responsibility for them. In 
some cases, indeed, the higher officials 
of the roads were suspected of dismiss- 
ing employes who had given information 
to the press, and even of sending em- 
ployés to distant States to prevent them 
giving testimony in legal investigations. 

The new policy: will be more: bene- 
ficial to the roads than to the press. 
‘Even under the strictest rules it was 
impossible to escape journalistic probing 
into the extent and the cause of railway 
accidents. The efforts of the officials 
to prevent ptblication of the facts in- 
jured them in public estimation and 
often aroused suspicions more adverse to 
the roads than popular judgment would 
have been had full information been 
promptly given. 

The new departure ought to be 
promptly followed by all railways. 





A CAUSE OF COURT DELAY. 
From the Kansas City Times. 

A prosecutor’s information, filed some 
time ago in the Criminal Court here, 
-ontained 12 typewritten foolscap pages. 
An instruction to the jufy in the case 
folldwed the language of the prosecu- 
tor’s information. The defendant was 
convicted and appealed. The Supremé 
Court ruled that the information had 
followed the requirement of the statute 
—the requirement being that the ac- 
cused person. should be clearly informed 
of what he was charged with.
